“The board of directors has 
deemed it advisable to temporarily 
suspend operation of the Savings 
Trust Co., in order to protect its ie- 
psitors. A run on the beak, 
caused by closing of several ad ja- 
ent banks, caused heavy withdraw- 
ais. Plans for reorganization are 
under consideration, and at tnis 
time the affairs of the bank are in 
charge of Deputy State Finance 
Commissioner Roy D. Miller.” 

The bank’s officers aid the bank 
vould not be open tomorrow, and 
that its future would depend on 
the success of the efforts at reor- 

nization.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Word 
comes from the White House, 
through persons who have talked 
with the President about the 
pending farm relief bill, that he 
has made up his mind to veto the 
measure if it reaches him. 

President Hoover is said to feel 
that the bill, which has the ap- 
proval, at least in principle, of the 
incoming President, represents an 
unwholesome effort to “regiment” 
the farmers, is a price-fixing de- 
vice of dangerous possibilities, and 
is, moreover, of doubtful constitu- 
tionality. 

The President is committed to 
the voluntary co-operative principle 
which is the essence of the act cre- 
ating the Federal Farm Board. All 
his campaign speeches on the farm 
problem decried efforts to “com- 
pound a patent medicine” especial- 
ly for farmers. 

Bill Near House Passage. 

Meantime, the whipping into 
shape (or out of shape) of the so- 
called domestic allotment plan on 
the floor of the House continues, 
and leaders in the fight for the 
bill expect its passage late today 
or tomorrow. ‘ 

The House today adopted an 
amendment which establishes an in- 


fited crops and fixes during the pe- 
riod the following minimum prices 
which the bill seeks to guarantee 
the farmer: 75 cents a bushel on 
wheat and rice, 9 cents a pound on 
cotton, 5 cents a pound on hogs, 
3 cents a pound on peanuts, 26 
cents a pound on butterfat. 

This initial marketing period 
would precede the 1933-34 market- 
ing year, to be defined by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. The bill 
would not become effective n to- 
bacco until after the beginning of 
the 1933-34 year. 

Other Amendment Votes. 

The House defeated, 115 to 101, 
an effort to strike from the bill 
a provision to levy the same pro- 
cessing tax on silk and rayon as 
applied to cotton. 

A proposal to reduce the initial 
value on hogs to 4 cents a pound 
and the 1933-34 marketing year 
value to 5 cents was rejected, 61 
to 17. 

McGugin (Rep.), Kansas, once 
again was defeated in an effort to 
strike hogs from the bill. 

The House adopted an amend- 
ment to change the base period on 
which the pre-war parity price of 
tobacco should be figured from 
— to the 10-year period 1909- 
1919. 

A committee amendment was ap- 
proved, fixing the adjustment 
charge for hogs on a graduated 
basis, beginning at 3% cents a 
pound for the period ending April 
30, 1933, and running to 4% cents 
for the period ending with the be- 


|ginning of the 1933-34 marketing 


year. 

An amendment to levy on the 
manufacture of oleomargarine the 
same adjustment charge as that lev- 
ied on the processing of butter fat 
was votedd own. 

The provision putting the proc- 
essing tax also on stocks of bene- 
fited commodities held for sale by 
wholesalers and jobbers was ap- 
proved. It would except retailers 
operating not more than two 
stores, but would apply to chain 
stores. The processing tax would 
not be levied on the disposition of 
stocks of flour of less than 35 bar- 
rels. The section providing for a 
refund of the processing tax on 
exportations was approved. 

Tax-Exempt g. 

Next came approval of the sec- 
tion exempting from the taxes proc- 
essing done for home consumption. 
On hogs the exemption would be 
defined as covering processing by 
a producer whose sales do not ex- 
ceed $100 a year. Dairy processing 
would be exempted from the pruc- 
essing tax where the producer's 
sales do not exceed $75 annually 

An additional import tax of 5 
cents a pound on imported fats 
was inserted by the House.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 12. — Two 
young gunmen held up and robbed 
the Commercial Savings & Loan Co. 
of $35,000 in suburban Berea today. 
A passing citizen shot and captured 
one of the criminals, 

Former Berea Councilman 
Clarence Fox, middle-aged and be- 
spectacied, encountered the robbers 
as they walked out of the bank. 

One of them ordered Fox to hold 
up his hands and come along, but 
instead he struck the gunman on 
the jaw. 

The blow knocked the criminal's 
pistol and Fox caught up the weap- 
on. He fired five times and the 
robber fell, seriously wounded. 

The other robber abandoning his 
car at the curb, fled on foot, pur- 
sued by 50 citizens.

Direct political action to bring 
about entrance of the United States 
into the League of Nations was ad- 
vocated at opening sessions of the 


e of Nations Association to- 
day at Hotel Jefferson. About 500 
persons attended. 
The association’s original pro- 
gram of “education” has been sup- 
plemented by formation of an or- 
ganization in each congressional 
district of the United States, cen- 
tering in a chairman, or, in dis- 
tricts where partisanship is acute, 
a bipartisan committee. 
The functions of the district 
groups are to “educate” candidates, 
obtain their views and inform the 
public. The association is cam- 
paigning for 1,000,000 signatures for

tion, in voting for Senators or Con- 
gressmen, of their international as 
well as local views. 

Says Sentiment Is Strong. 

“Sentiment for world co-opera- 
tion is stronger here than in any 
country in the world, with the pos- 
sible exception of Great Britain, 
and yet we can’t even get into the 
World Court,” Clark M. Eichelber- 
ger, executive secretary of the Mid- 
west area of 13 states, told the del- 
egates. 

“All this educational campaign, 
all these conferences and round 
tables are futile unless we are 
heard in Congress. The time for 
talk and back-slapping has pasacd. 
In no country in the world are so 
many meetings held, but they're of 
no use unless they have some effect 
at Washington.” 

Eichelberger, who spoke at the 
opening of a noon meeting where 
representatives of 15 organizaticns, 
most of them national and all 
friendly to international co-opera- 
tion of some sort, suggested united 
action. Those of closely similar 
aims, he remarked, might find it 
worth while to sacrifice some in- 
dividuality for united strength and 
effect. 

“The American people are more 
interested in international co-opera- 
tion and the League of Nations 
than at any time since the rejection 
of the Versailles treaty,” he de- 
clared. “And this is not due to an 


stern lesson of self-interest. 
The Far Eastern Crisis. 

“They have come to see, that 
their self-interest is involved in the 
present international situation, and 
as a result our Government is co- 
operating in practically all activi- 
ties of the League of Nations. We 
co-operate, but always too late. We 
co-operate after the Far Eastern 
crisis arises, but if we had be- 


ed Manchuria.”

Among the prominent women 
who are attending the tenth annual 
convention ot the League of Na- 
tions Association at Hotel Jeffer- 
son are an expert on chemical war- 
fare, a former militant suffragette 
and her daughter, a poet, a wom- 
an who helped in endowing the 
school of nations at the Principia, 
and one who traveled in Russia 
with Lady Astor and George Ber- 
nard Shaw. They are a diversified 
group, but they have all come here 
in the interest of international rela- 
tions and the League of Nations. 
Mrs. L. H Fradkin of Montclair, 
N. J., chairman of the League's 
executive board in that State, has 
come here primarily as a repre- 
sentative of the National Commis- 
sion on the Cause and Cure of War. 
If she knows much about cause and 
cure, she also knows the conse- 
quences, for she has made the 
study of chemical warfare her par- 
ticular province, 

Why She Is for Peace. 
„If there is a next war and it is 
between chemical- producing na- 
tions,“ she says, “civilization with- 
in the war zone will be wiped out. 
That’s why I belong to organiza- 
tions interested in international 
peace.” 
Mrs. Fradkin published a book on 
her subject, “Chemical Warfare: Its 
Possibilities and Probabilities,” 
three years ago. It was the fruit 
of the work in chemistry which 
she did in her undergraduate days 
at Vassar College. Since then she 
has received her master’s degree in 
psychology and economics at Co- 
lumbia. She has also carried on 
much research, not so much chem- 
ical as historical, besides being a 
member of numerous women’s or- 
ganizations. 
Mrs. Fradkin thinks that within 
five years the United States will be 
forced to enter the League of Na- 
tions whether it wants to or not. 
“The world economic depression 
will bring us into the league,” she 
said, “for national selfish interests. 
The reason the league has moved 
so slowly is because the United 
States and Russia are not members. 
The blame for its ineffectiveness in 
the Far East should be placed not 
on the members but on the non- 
members. Japan fears Russia and 
the public opinion of the United 
States, With these two nations not 
the league, she fears the league 
ess. 
After all, the cause of all war is 
the refusal of nations to go to the 
conference table and settle their 
disputes. The cure of war, now 
that the Stimson doctrine forces 
consultation, is recourse to the con- 
ference table, either within the 
league or outside of it.”

SOMITE SEEKS 
FARLY ACTION ON 
TRANSIT PROBLEM 


Downtown Property Own- 
ere and Merchants Urge 
City Board to Give Mat- 
ter ‘Vigorous Attention.’ 


A committee representing down- 
town property owners and mer- 
chants today urged the City’s Joint 
Transportation Committee to con- 
tinue to give “thought and vigor- 
ous attention” to the mass s- 
portation problem. 

The Property Owners’ Committee, 


arthur C. Meyers, secretary of the 
Transportation Committee, ex- 
pressed regret that negotiations 
with the Public Service Co. secur- 
ity holders’ committee had been 
terminated. The welfare of the 
whole city and the maintenance of 
property values in the central busi- 
ness district required that conve- 
nient access to the central district 
be afforded not only for visitors 
from outside the city, but also for 
residents of the metropolitan area, 
the letter said. 
The letter was signed by William 
T. Nardin, chairman; Daniel K. 
Catlin, George C. Hitchcock, G. A.

Bixby. Nardin, who is president of 
the Missouri State Life Insurance 
Co., recently became active in 
the transit situation as a represen- 
tative of the downtown property 
owners and merchants. 
The negotiations with the Public 
Service Co. security holders were 
terminated last week by the with- 
drawal of the representatives of 
the security hlders from a sub- 
committee which had under consid- 
eration the question of possible 
purchase by the city of street rail- 
way and bus facilities. The com- 
pany group said it was -»parent to 
them an agreement could not be 
reached. 
This returned the transit prob- 
lem to the Transportation Commit- 
tee of which Alderman Edward H. 
Wiehe is chairman. This committee 
was created by the Board of Al- 
dermen to work out plans to make 
effective the general policy of a 
municipally owned transit system 
as recommended by an earlier al- 
dermanic committee.

MRS, ELIZABETH LANE 
DIES AT AGE OF 98 


Cousin of Senator Benton Voted 
in Every Election Since 
Women Got Ballot. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Carrie Lane, a 
second cousin of Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton, famous Missouri Senator, and, 


by marriage, of Henry Clay, died 
of infirmities last night at her 
home, 4344 Beethoven avenue. She 
was 98 years old and had been ill 
two weeks. 

Her mind remained clear until a 
few hours before she died, accord- 
ing to relatives, and she maintained 
a lively interest in affairs of the 
day until her last illness. She had | 
voted in every major election since 
Missouri women won the ballot in 
1920. 

Mrs. Lane was brought to St. 
Louis in 1834, three weeks after her 
birth, by her father, John Jackson 
Hart, who migrated across the 
prairies from Henderson, Ky., and 
settled on a farm near what is now 
the Seventh boulevard site of the 
old Green Tree brewery. Several 
years later they moved to Cole 
County, where Mrs. Lane lived un- 
til 30 years- ago. Her husband, 
Jesse Morrison Lane, a carpenter, 
died 54 years ago. 

During the recent presidential 
campaign, Mrs. Lane, a member of 
the D. A. R., expressed strong opin- 
ions on candidates and issues. She 
thought the Socialist program 
would be “fine, if it worked,” and 
said she would Vote for Roosevelt 
— only this year, but in 1936, 
00.” 

She is survived by her son, Hart 
Claude Lane, with whom she re- 
sided; four grandchildren, Ben, 
Janet and Jean Lane and Mrs. Jes- 
sie Lane Billings, and one great- 
grandchild.

Man Sat in With Bankers 
at Secret Session.

CHICAGO, Jan. '12.—Only a year 
or two ago the name “Samuel In- 
sull” was magic. It spelled big div- 
idends and safety in investment. 
But today the name “Insuvll” 
touched the springs of grief, anger 
and despair in a throng which at- 
tended the first meeting of crejit- 
ors. of Insull Utility Investments, 
Inc. 

An old woman in black, a young- 
er woman, a school teacher, a man 
of the “good provider” type, 
ashamed of his frayed clothing— 
these were among the creditors. 

The meeting was held in tne 
courtroom of Garfield Charles, Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy. 

From the way the crowd hung 
on every word spoken, an observer 
might have thought they were 
hearing something new—but in- 
stead, much of it was the old 
story; their life savings were gone. 

Charges Receivership Frameup. 

Attorney Samuel Ettelson said 
that the Iisull utilities empire was 
built on shifting sands—and, more 
important, that even the receiver- 
ships into which the Insull compa- 
nies were thrown were “frameups.” 

Ettelson declared: 

“I charge, and my charges are 
subject to verification which I can 
furnish, that Samuel Insull wrote 
the program and the ticket as to 
who should be the receivers and the 
lawyers for the receivers.” 

The insull receiverships, Ettelson 
told the creditors, were all arranged 
at a conference in New York at- 
tended by Insull himself. Others 
at this secret session, he said, were 
Abner Stillwell of the Continental 
Illinois Bank and Trust Co.; Ed- 
ward E. Brown, high officer of the 
First National of Chicago, and sev- 
eral New York bankers.

Morse was born at Bath, Me., in 
1856, and was a graduate of Bow- 
doin College, class of 1877. He was 
married twice. Hattie Bishop Hus- 
sey, whom he married in 1884, died 
in 1897, leaving three sons, Harry, 
Erwin and Benjamin, and one 
daughter. In 1901 he aroused his 
relatives in Boston by marrying 
Mrs. Clemence Cowles Dodge, di- 
vorced wife of a Pullman car con- 
ductor, and they went to court to 
force an annulment. In the subse- 
quent legal fight, Morse’s oppon- 
ents blundered into perjury, and 
“Abe” Hummel, a theatrical lawyer 
retained as counsel to block his 
second romance, was sent to 
Blackwell's Island for one year. The 
second Mrs. Morse died in 1926. 

Morse showed his financial ' acu- 
men early. On entering Bowdoin, 
his father allowed him $1500 a year 
to keep the latter’s books. The son 
found a youth to do the work for 
$500, and annually pocketed the 
$1000 difference. 


The elder Morse was engaged in 
towing and shipping, and the son 
persuaded him to enter the ice 
business, which was growing rap- 
idly on the Kennebec River. The 
father’s boats brought coal from 
Baltimore and Newport News, re- 
turning empty. The son’s plan pro- 
vided full cargoes both ways, and 
started a stream of ice toward 
down-coast cities which eventually 
carried young Morse with it to the 
metropolis. 

Morse also engaged in the ice 
business on the side during his col- 
lege days, and was said to have 
actually amassed a fortune of 
$500,000 while still an wunder- 
graduate. 

After graduating, Morse entered 
the ice industry on a large scale, 
and C. W. Morse & Co. became one 
of the principal shippers to New 
York, Philadelphia d Baltimore. 
Going to New York in 1897, he con- 
solidated 21 ice companies into the 
$60,000,000 American Ice Co., and, 
through close relations with Mayor 
Van Wyck and Tammany leaders, 
gained an iron-bound monopoly. 
Morse manipulated the stock of 
the new company on the market, 
sending it to sky-high levels in 
which he, Van Wyck and his other 
political friends did not suffer, 
subsequent investigation showed. 

A hot mid-summer day in 1900, 
Morse raised the price of ice in 
New York from 30 to 60 cents a 
hundredweight. He intended to al- 
locate the additional revenue to 
dividend payments on the high- 
priced stock. The boost caused 
suffering in tenement districts, 
created a public storm, and the 
price went back to 30 cenfs. Offi- 
cial inquiry, however, revealed in- 
side methods of the operators, the 
stock slumped and from then on 
the Street “watched” Morse. 

His outstanding feat in the Mer. 
chant Marine before his fall was 
formation of the $120,000,000 Con- 
solidated Steamship Co., which ab- 
sorbed all rincipal coastal 
companies. He also controlled at 
one time the principal traffic on the 
Hudson River as a result of the 
merger of the night freight and

VANCOUVER, B. C., Jan. 12.—In 
@ protest filed with the Customs 
Department at Ottawa, masters of 
three Canadian vessels charged 
yesterday that a United States 
Coast Guard detail had fired on 
the ships, boarded them and other- 


wise interfered with their passage. 

The masters of the three boats 
said they were not outside Cana- 
dian waters, but the report from 
the Coast Guard was that any ac- 
tion took place in American waters. 
The alleged incidents occurred off 
the coast of Vancouver Island on a 
stormy December night. 


The vessels are the Kitnayakwa, 
the Skeesix and the Sundown, with 
Vancouver their home port. 

According to the reports, the cut- 
ters first fired star shells to light 
the water, and landed shells from 
one-pounders over the Kitnayakwa 
and Skeesix, before putting a 
boarding crew aboard. The Sun- 
down, according to the master, was 
stopped, but was not boarded when 
a protest was made the ship was 
in Canadian waters. 

The master of the Kitnayakwa 
reported that when outbound from 
Vancouver three miles off shore 
and abreast Sftterringham Light, he 
sighted a Vessel off the port bow. 
The Canadian boat bore north to- 
ward the Vancouver Island shore. 
Proceeding for half a mile, it ran 
into another vessel, went south, and 
encountered still another. 

The vessel to the south opened 
fire, and the Kitnayakwa rted 
away full speed, pursued by a 
fourth craft. One gained rapidly 
and opened fire with a machine 
gun. It ranged alongside and or- 
dered the Canadian to stop, the 
master said. The American told 
the master that he was acting 
jointly for Canadian and American 

customs. He placed a line aboard 
the Kitnayakwa and towed it to- 
ward Victoria, the towline being 
guarded by a machine gun and 
crew on the stern of the cutter 
overlooking the Kitnayakwa. Half 
an hour later, however, the Cana- 
dian vessel was cast free and al- 
lowed to proceed, the captain said.

PARIS, Jan. 12. — Christian 
Moench, French aviator, is plan- 
ning to start Feb. 2 on a tour of 
the world by airplane and ship 
which will carry him to South 
America, the United States, Japan 
and back to Paris.

How Inventions Have Altered 
Social System Traced in Survey; 
Tin Can Promoted Woman Suffrage

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—TMIlus- 
trating the derivative effects of in- 
vention, which “follow one another 
like ripples after a stone is thrown 
in water,” the report of the Presi- 
dent’s Research Committee on re- 
cent social trends in the United 
States points to the influence of 
the invention of the tin can on the 
movement for woman suffrage. 
The tin can led to canning fac- 
tories, then it reduced the time re- 
quired ‘to prepare meals in the 
home. Thus, the report explaias, 
it gave women more time for ac- 
tivities outside the home, including 
participation in the crusade for 
woman's rights. Woman suffrage 
in turn has had a far-reaching se- 
ries of derivative effects. 


This example of the social 
changes wrought by invention is 
but one of the many of the same 
kind cited by Prof. W. F. Ogburn 
of the University of Chicago, a 
member of the Research Commit- 
tee, and 8. C. Gilfillan in their 
chapter on “The Influence of In- 
vention and Discovery” in the two- 


volume published report of the 


committee. 


What the Auto Has Done. 
“Mechanical inventions and scien- 
tific discoveries,” they write, “are 
included in a study of social trends 
because they are associated with so 
many changes which are purely so- 
cial. Thus the invention of the 
automobile and its wide diffusion 
have aided the growth of suburbs, 
affected the size of villages, reduced 
railroad traffic, changed the nature 
of much hotel business, modified 
manners and morals, increased 
crime, disminished the employment 
of domestic servants, changed mar- 
keting areas and caused interna- 
tional difficulties over oil resources. 
These are only a few of its mani- 
fold influences. 

“There are many other inventions 
of revolutionary social significance, 
such as the airplane, the sound pic- 
ture, the radio and the tractor. So- 


| cial changes of today are connected 


with inventions of the past, and in- 
ventions of today will no doubt 
foreshadow the social changes of 
the future.” 

Inventions Breed. 

Inventions, the report points out, 
breed other inventions, their 
growth being like compound inter- 
est. More than 400,000 patents were 
granted in the United States in the 
decade 1920-1930. “Inventions like 
the coal tar products, cellulose ace- 
tate, nitrogen fixation and the elec- 
tron tube all have their roots in the 
past and furnish the basis for fu- 
ture inventions.” 

The accumulation of mechanical 
inventions through the centuries, 
and especially within the period of 
modern history, has led to a new 
environment to which man must 
adjust himself. This adjustment is 
not easy. 

“Houses furnish him with shelter, 
but there are difficulties in the way 
of obtaining the proper amount of 
outdoor exercise and sunshine for 
good health. The automobile en- 
ables him to move with less effort 
than it takes to walk, but it has 
brought its problems of traffic con- 
gestion and automobile thefts. 

Modern City Problems. 

“The modern city has created the 
most artificial environment yet 
known. For instance, it forced a 
reorganization of family life by tak- 
ing production from the household 
and placing it in the factory; it 
created a city proletariat; it 
changed manners and morals and 
brought problems of health which 
are not yet solved. Man is far from 
having achieved a satisfactory ad- 
justment to the modern factory, 
which is closely associated with 
modern urban development.” 

The report shows that not mere-

Displacement of Workers. 

One of the effects common to 
many inventions is the increasing 
use of machines. This gives man 
more power and more conveniences, 
but it also means that he becomes 
more dependent on machines. 

An impressive fact; the report 
continues, is the frequency ‘with 
which new machines displace labor- 
ers. This tendency is being pro- 
jected into the future by such re- 
cent inventions as the cotton pick- 


ber and the teletypesetter, to men- 


tion but two of many. 

“With the growth of technology 
in transit unemployment grows,“ 
says the report. There seems to 
be no way of measuring the future 
of this displacement. But there are 
so many new inventions indicating 
displacement of labor that tech- 
nological unemployment may be an 
even more serious problem of the 
near future than it is now. In the 
past, expanding industries and pop- 
ulation shifts have in time accom- 
plished the readjustments. It is dif- 
ficult to say whether these num- 
erous new labor-saving inventions 
may not augment the problem of 
technological unemployment in the 
future, but such is a strong possi- 
bility, despite a diminishing rate of 
increase in population.” 

“Mechanical Eye.” 

One of the many recent develop- 
ments cited in the report is the use 
of the photoelectric cell with the 
vacuum tube amplifier. This use is 
so recent that its social effects will 
be largely in the future, but even 
today, the report says, a remark- 
able variety of uses has been found 
for “this mechanical eye, which 
never knows fatigue, is marvelously 
swift and accurate, can see with 
invisible light, and co-ordinates 
with all the resources of electric- 
ity.” 

The mechanical eye sorts beans, 
fruit and eggs; measures illumina- 
tion in studios and theaters; ap- 
praises color better than the hu- 
man eye; classifies minerals; 
counts bills and throws out coun- 
terfeits; times horse races; counts 
people and vehicles; determines 
the thickness and transparency of 
cloth; detects and measures strains 
in glass; sees through fog; records 
smoke in tunnels and chimneys; is 
indispensable in facsimile teleg- 
raphy, television and sound-on-film 
pictures. The mechanical eye can 
direct traffic at less frequented 
crossings, open a door at the ap- 
proach of a waitress and serve as 
an automatic train control.

“One possible extension of elec- 
trical invention,” the report says, 
“is the use of wires and radio for 
picture and facsimile transmission 
(1923). Trial newspapers have been 
thus sent from New York to San 
Francisco and from land to ships. 
Such service has many difficul- 
ties, technological and otherwise, 
and there are substitutes, but if 


| some such service should be extend- 


ed to cities and particularly to small 
towns it would have far-reaching 
social consequences. Other uses of 
the same mechanism are for send- 
ing news pictures, identifications of 
criminals, X-ray photographs, 
weather maps, signed documents, 
chemical formulas, graphs, and 
messages in other alphabets and in 
symbols.” 

As for power inventions, the re- 
port says the basic developments 
in this field are old but that the 
growth in the use of power has 
been very great in recent years. The 
annual supply of energy from fuels 
and water power produced in the

{JAPANESE PLANES 


REPORTED OVER 
JEHOL PROVINCE 


Said by ‘Gina to Be 
Scouting Above Capital 
and a City Near the Man- 
churian Border.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 12.—Japanese 
airplanes were reported scouting 
today over Jehol (Cheng-te), for- 
mer summer residence of the Man- 
chu Emperors and now the capital 
of Jehol Province, and Chao-yang, 
near the Manchurian border. These 
are the two principal cities of Jehol 
Province and are about 140 miles 
apart. 

Chinese newspapers, which re- 
ported the sighting of the planes, 
also announced receipt of dis- 
patches from Southern Jehol and 
Manchuria, saying Japanese were 
engaged in feverish preparations 
for an invasion of Jehol. — 
leaders predicted sharp fighting if 
a Japanese expedition already in 
the ancient Chinese province con- 
tinued an advance towadr Ling- 
yuan, about 100 miles northeast of 
Jehol City. 

(Lingyuan is about 90 miles 
northwest of Shanhaikwan and the 
section of the Great Wall of China 
where fighting has occurred during 
the last 10 days. The wall forms 
the southern boundary of Jehol.) 

The Kuomin (Government) News 
Agency said 35 trainloads of Jap- 
anese troops departed from Muk- 
den, Manchuria, for Chinchow, Jap- 
anese Army base east of the Jehol 
border, and for Tahushan and 
Kowpangtse. 

Further Chinese advices said Jap- 
anese aerial raids between 
Suichung, 25 miles north of Shan- 
haikwan in Manchuria, and Ling- 
yuan “wreaked considerable dam- 
age.” 

Sweeping denials that Japanese 
“attacked” Shanhaikwan last week 
but instead “acted defensively fol- 
lowing atrocious and treacherous 
actions on the part of Chinese 
troops” were contained in a Japa- 
nese note sent to the Nationalist 
Government Foreign Office today. 
The note was delivered by Akira 
Ariyoshi, Japanese Minister to 
China, as a reply to Chinese pro- 
tests against occupation of the Chi- 
nese city. 

Dispatches from Chinwangtao say 
the customs station at Shanhaik- 
wan, seized when the Japanese oc- 
cupied the city last Tuesday, was 
again under the control of the Chi- 
nese authorities. The Japanese 
were said to have surrendered the 
station in response to urgent pro- 
tests from the customs commis- 
sioner at Chinwangtao, who also 
controls the Shanhaikwan office. 

The Government at Nanking re- 
ceived a cablegram today from Dr. 
W. W.. Yen, Dr. Wellington Koo 
and Quo Tafel, the Chinese dele- 
gates at Geneva, urging that troops 
be hurried to recover Shanhaikwan. 
The three maintained that only aft- 
er it had demonstarted its ability 
to defend its own interests “can 
China hope for assistance from 
friendly Powers.”

This in- 
formation is to be gathered by the banks, which will 
attempt to ascertain how much money the client will 
need to resume operations on the 1927 scale, what 
he will require in the way of materials, how many 
workers he will employ, the volume and quality of 
his production. | 

It is assumed that, with such data, the R. F. C. 
will de in a position to pass upon the practicability 
of the scheme as a whole. If its decision is favorable, 
the procedure will be along orthodox business lines. 
When he has satisfied the Government on the vital 
points of employment and material consumption, the 
bortower will have to agree as to terms for paying 
the loan.

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MR. HUGHES IN HISTORY. 

The attention of Washington has turned for a mo- 
ment from the clamor and intrigue of polities to a 
pleasanter subject—the energy of Charles Evans 
Hughes as Chief Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court. Veteran observers, we are told, are talking 
about the extraordinary volume of work he is doing, 
the unusual number of opinions he is himself writ- 
ing, many of which go to the very core of important 
legal questions. The surmise is offered that, in the 
final chapter of his abundant career, it is Mr. Hughes’ 
ambition to live in history as a great Chief Justice. 

A fine, logical ambition, truly, and one likely to be 
realised. No one may presume to say, in the raging 
swirl of things as they are, what opinions Mr. Chief 
Justice Hughes will be called upon to render in his 
official span. What is apparent to us all is that his- 
tory is now being forged in the drama of thunder and 
lightning. It is a pivotal period. Perhaps none of 
his predecessors, save John Marshall, stood in such 
a blinding glare of destiny as does Mr. Hughes. If 
the genius of Marshall endowed the Constitution with 
the vitality of a workable organic law, so Mr. Hughes 
may be summoned to adapt the charter to the bewil- 
dering requirements of an economic transition and 
thus to achieve the comparable distinction of having 
perpetuated the governmental instrument handed 
down by the Virginian. 

Mr. Hughes has lived his life on intimate terms 
with fame. It has been his portion, too, to expert- 
ence the classic American disappointment in missing 
the presidency by a hair line. If that scar is inet 
facable, the wound has long been healed. He is far 
more contented in his present duties, knows a fuller 
satisfaction, it may be believed, than he could ever 
have found in the endless exactions of the White 
House. It will be recalled that when, as President, 
he conferred the chief justiceship ‘on Ddward D. 
White, Mr. Taft, in a spirit of charming envy, er- 
pressed the wish that he were in the appointee’s 
place. That wish, seemingly an impossible: dream 
at the time, was afterwards fulfilled, and yielded, one 
imagines, a compensation that blotted out the stormy 
memories of magisterial years. 

It is a rare office, that of Chief Justice—our dem- 
ocracy’s Olympus. Only 11 men have been called to 
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measure of historical greatness, they have severally 
and colleétively enriched the story of America with 
priceless dignity, integrity and devotion to duty. In 
carrying on with biasing intellectual vigor and a vi. 
sion that séeks and discerns justice in the tangled 
problems of the day. 3 


MR. HOOVER'S ARMS EMBARGO MESSAGE. , 

Mr. Hoover at length has sent to Congress his 
message urging that body to make it possible for the 
United States to place an embargo on arms shipments 
to foreign belligerents. He may be subject to criticism 
for his tactics in presenting the proposal, but no 
objection can be found to the motive behind it. Had 
the suggestion been made earlier in his administra- 
tion, there would have been a good chance for its 
adoption, a lope which now is slight, although the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee has reported .it 
favorably. Submitting the plan when his term has vir- 
tually run its course, and to a lame-duck Congress, 
po longer submissive to his leadership and preoccu- 
pied during its brief session with domestic affairs, 
smacks of poor generalship. Yet this country could 
greatly advance the cause of world peace by joining 
other nations in cutting off the flow of munitions to 
regions where trouble threatens, either by ratifying 
the Geneva convention of 1925 or by empowering the 
Presidént to act in the same direction. 

Many resolutions authorising an arms embargo 
have been introduced in Congress, but to date none 
has been successful. Hull of Illinois introduced three 
such measures at the last session, empowering the 
President to declare an arms embargo against any 
nation violating the Kellogg pact. Fish of New York,

It may be true, as the opponents of the 1925 con- 
vention contend, that the chief reaction of its en- 
forcement would be on smaller nations, while larger 
countries would obtain arms from their own factories. 
However, the horrors of a war involving the larger 
Powers would be greatly reduced were they forbidden 
to buy arms elsewhere. On this point, Prof. Joseph 
Klamon of Washington University said in an address 
here this Week: “If we had not exported munitions 
for private profit, the World War could hardly have 
lasted more than 18 months.” 

Mr. Hoover has enlisted himself in a good cause, 
which, with better stfategy in the next administra- 
tion, can be pushed to success. 
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HIGHWAY SIDEWALKS. 

Citing statistics of accidents to pedestrians, George 
C. Warren of the American Society of Municipal n- 
gineers urges that separate sidewalks be built along 
rural highways. The absence of these walks, he con- 
tends, and the increased number of automobiles make 
the pedestrian take his life in his hands whenever he 
ventures out an the highway. Many accidents occur, 
of course, because walkers ignore or do not know 
the rule of the road providing that they use the left 
side of the highway, thus facing oncoming cars with 
little risk of a machine overtaking them from behind. 

As to Mr. Warren's suggestion, many will incline 
to favor footpaths (graveled, perhaps, for all-weather 
use) as a more resilient and cheaper medium than 
concrete. In England, these footpaths wind off pleas- 
antly across fields, offering many shortcuts and a 
more attractive course for hikers than trudging along 
beside a rush of cars, amidst a cloud of exhaust va- 
pors. Walking for pleasure would have a renaissance 
in this country were suitable places provided for in- 
dulging in that enjoyable and healthful outdoor sport. 
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TOO SIMPLE FOR THE EXPERTS. 

As to that suggestion by Sir John Aird, president 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, that all nations 
reduce their tariffs 10 per cent immediately as a 
means of reviving business: It may sound sensible 
to laymen, but ‘the experts and the statesmen and 
the vested interests will never approve. This is a mod- 
est enough scheme, when we view thé mountain-high 
tariff walls dotting the international landscape on 
évery side. Economists agree that they are the chief 
darrier to world trade, as well as a major obstacle to 
industriel revival and recovery from the depression. 
A reduction of 10 per cent will leave every nation 
as well fortified against its neighbors as at present, 
and there would seem to be no logical objection to 
such a step. But there will be an abundance Of 
knockers among protected interests and Buy-Ameri- 
cans and Buy-Britishers and treaty drafters, if the 
plan ever reaches the stage of serious consideration. 
It is safe to predict that Sir John’s scheme will be 
laughed out of court, just as weré the correspondingly 
simple plans for handling disarmament—Litvinott's 
Proposal that all natéons reduce their forces to pol- 
lice bodies immediately and Hoover's plan for all- 
round reductions of one-third, Simplicity is enough 
to condemn any proposal in those exalted fields.

HE Japanese armies are once more in 
T ection, seeking to enlarge their conquest 
of Chinese territory.

It has become exceedingly unlikely that 
Japan could stop now, even if the more 
moderate parties were to regain the ascend-~ 
ancy.

Kindergarten Remedies Fail. 

“The kindergarten arguments of 
those in high places, who are still 
waiting for economic disease to 
cure itsélf, merit only contempt. 
Public physicians who urged us to 
let an epidemic run its course 
would be univérsally condemned. 
Economic illness is primarily man- 
made and can be cured by the use 
of human intelligence or aggravat- 
ed by human timidity and folly. 

“The patience of the American 
people with leaders who are either 
unable or unwilling to lead has 
been astounding; but it cannot be 
everlasting.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12.—Al- 
though the enumeration of children 
of school age in Missouri shows 
956,707 potential pupils, only 656,653 
are enrolled, Charles A. Lee, State 
Superintendent of Schools says in 
his report to the General Assembly. 
The enumeration includes 48,108 
Negro children. Boys of school age 
outnumber girls by 23,313. 
Hickory County with an enumera- 
tion of 1755, lists fewer of age than 
any other county. Carter, Schuyler, 
Warren and Worth counties also 
list fewer than 2000 pupils. There 
are 8893 school districts in the 
State. 
Teachers in rural schools num- 
ber 8377. Men teachers receive an 
average of $615 a year while the av- 
erage for woman rural teachers is 
$12 less.

Russo-Japanese war o 
ing which at least three of the 
Czar’s warships are believed to 
have gone down with vast treasure 
hoards. Most golden of the tales 
is that of the Russiaan cruiser, Ad- 
miral Nachimov, sunk off the 
northwestern coast of Tsushima, 
May 28, 1905, and reputed to be the 
paymaster ship of the Baltic fleet. 
The story goes that the Admiral 
Nachimov escaped the annihilation 
of the main Russian fleet, but 
later, when surrounded by Japan- 
ese destroyers, was sunk by her 
commander. This commander, 
picked up by Japanese fishermen, 
is said to have told his rescuers 
that his ship carried 11,000,009 
pounds sterling in specie when it 
went down. 

Two companies are preparing to 
dive for the Admiral Nachimov, 
each saying they have located the 
hulk. At least one is mistaken, 
for their finds are some four miles 
apart. One of them, the Deep Sea 
Salvaging Co., has sold 25,000 10- 
yen shares, which already are sell- 
ing at a 200 per cent premium. 

This same company says it has 
located the wreck of the Russian 
flagship Petropaviovsk, sunk off 
Port Arthur in May, 1904, by a 
Japanese mine. Fifty million gold 
rubles (about $25,000,000) is the 
estimate of the Admiral’s hoard. 

Ex-Official Heads Concern. 

Matajiro Koizumi, former Minis- 
ter of Communications, is head of 
another concern that proposes to 
dive for gold believed to have deen 
sunk on the Russian armored 
commerce-raider Rurik, sunk off 
Southeastern Korea in 1904. This 
treasure is variously estimated at 
between 6,000,000 and 20,000,000 yen 
($1,200,000 and $4,000,000). 

Actual diving on all three of the 
projects is scheduled to begin next 
April. 

The most picturesque treasure 
ship of them all is the Portuguese 
“Madre de Deus” which, when it 
came to Japan in 1609, was hailed 
as “the richest carrack that has 
sailed these seas for many years.” 
It came to Nagasaki from Macao 
as the annual “great ship of com- 
merce”: by which the Portuguese 
carried on a rich trade with Japan. 
The annual profit of this voyage 
was estimated at more than 1,000,- 
000 English pounds. 

During the stay of the Madre de 
Deus at Nagasaki in 1609 her com- 
mander, Captain-Major Andre Pes- 
soa, quarreled with the local Jap- 
anese authorities. On Jan. 6, 1610, 
an armada of small Japanese boats 
attacked the Portuguese Carrack. 
The battle continued four days, 
and on Jan. 9, with 300 fanatical 
Japanese Samurai about to board 
and with fire pouring on her decks 
from a huge floating power, the 
Madre de Deus’ skipper ordered 
her magazine fired. She went down 
fighting, carrying the captain, her 
crew of 240 men and scores of the 
enemy, and, according to legend, 
1500 chests of silver.

New Sources of Power Sought. 
“Power,” the report continues, 
“has been sueh a help to mankind 
that it is usually at the forefront 
in imagination, and there has been 
much speculation about future 
sources. Electrical power from tide 
and waves are old dreams, and 
there are experimental stations off 
the coast of France. The sun as 
a source of power is another idea 
that will not down, and there are 
certain regions that could benefit 
greatly if this idea should be real- 
ized. The heating of water or oil 
by mirrored rays has not led to 
much optimism, but several meth- 
ods for deriving electrical energy 
directed from sandwich cells acti- 
vated by sunlight are now reported, 
the most recent and successful us- 
ing silver selenide. 
“More realistic perhaps are the 
experiments now being made in 
substituting for water in boilers 
other liquids such as mereury with 
a high boiling point, or sulphur 
dioxide with a low boiling point, all 
to increase efficiency. Claude's 
spectacular success in 1930, after 
two very costly wrecks, in produc- 
ing power from the wide tempera- 
ture differences between surface 
and deep sea water in the Carib- 
bean may perhaps help in possible 
future upbuilding of that zone, 
where there is little coal or avail- 
able water power.” 

Cooling Systems. 
An important new development 
in building is air control for cool- 
ness and moisture content. This 
has been. extended to theaters, 
restaurants, hotels, offices and 
railroad trains, and the report sug- 
gests it may be a step “in the fur- 
ther development of cultures in 
Southern climates.” 
Machines in agriculture are “add- 
ing to the equipment cost of farms, 
requiring new knowledge and skills, 
increasing production, introducing 
marketing problems, causing fur- 
ther migration from farms and in- 
creasing the size of farms and 
thus perhaps taking agriculture a 
step nearer to the corporate or- 


The report forecasts significant 
social effects if the use of a me- 
chanical cotton picker should be- 
come general in the South. The 
small marginal farmer, who “has 
been back of some interesting po- 
litical and social movements,” 
would suffer, and large-scale farm- 
ing would be encouraged. The mi- 
gration of Negroes to the cities 
would be stimulated, and this would 
affect race relations and the fu- 
ture of the Negro. 

Inter-related Inventions. 
From their exhaustive data on 
inventions, the authors draw sev- 
eral general conclusions. For ex- 
ample: 

“An invention often has many ef- 
fects spreading out like a fan. Thus 
the automobile not only aids the 
growth of suburbs and redistributes 
marketing areas, but it cuts reve- 
hue of railroads and encourages 
the consolidating of rural schools. 
“A social change often represents 
the combined contributions of many 
inventions. Thus the growth of su- 
burbs is stimulated not only by the 
automobile but by the electric train, 
the street car, the moving picture, 
the telephone, the radio and the 
factory. . ' 
“Inventional causes and social ef- 
fects are intertwined in a process. 
For instance, a particular effect of 
the automobile, the reduction in 
revenue of railroads, has other 
causes, as the increasé in pipe lines, 
While the increase in pipe lines in 
addition decreases the consumption 
of coal. And any particular factor 
in the increase in suburbs, such as 
— telephone, has other social et- 
ects, as on the marketing habits of

“Society,” the report concludes,

have added knowledge and have 
brought material welfare.

In these days, when the fan is 
trying to restore his depleted 
pocket book, Tippett's undertak-

Blindness Due to Boxing. 


IPPETT is a real pioneer in 

St. Louis boxing, under legal- 
ized conditions. Tippett was the 
first promoter to seek a license 
when boxing was inaugurated un- 
der the present law, in 1927. 

He put on the first 15-round 
fight to a decision, when the law 
was amended to permit that. 

And he is the only local pro- 
moter since the law went into 
effect who has survived all storms 
and is still funetioning. 


The boxing game owes Tippett 
something it hasn't yet paid him. 
a „ s 


A boxer himself in his early 
days, a fighter who would give 
and take with the best in his 
class, he suffered the misfortune 
that overtakes so many of the fis- 
tic fraternity—that of impaired 
eyesight. Today Tippett's vision 
is practically gone, beyond hope 
of recovery. At ringside he 
“listens”. to fights but does not 
see them. Friends fill in what 
his keen ears can’t detect, de 
scribing the rounds to him. 

In spite of this handicap he has 
proved a good promoter of lesser 
shows. He has the faculty of get- 
ting the maximum of effort out 
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At times as high as 500 
and even more passes have been 
issued to a single fight under le- 
galized boxing conditions in Mis- 
souri, 

Considering the large capacity 
of modern arenas and the legal- 
ized promotion of boxing shows, 
pass totals of today, dwindle to 
insignificance beside the “hold 
up” of boxing promotions 40 
years ago, when the game was 
ill adapted to bearing such a 
burden. 

We have at hand a clipping 
from an old newspaper in which 
the figures for the Corbett-Sul- 
livan, the Myer-McAuliffe and 
the Dixon-Skelly fights were set 
forth in detail. 

These three fights, occurring 
on successive nights in New Or- 
leans, in 1892, attracted an aver- 
age of 4300 persons, of whom 2325 
came in on passes 

The Corbett-Sullivan fight, 
which drew a total of 4938 per- 
sons, representing capacity, had a 
pass list of 844. The Myer-Mc- 
Auliffe fight had an attendance 
of 4350 and a pass list of 660; 
the Dixon-Skelly bout drew 4062 
persons and of these 831 were 
complimentaries. 


The PAID admissions to the 
three shows totaled 11,020 and 
the 2825 passes, therefore, consti- 
tuted 21 per cent of the dttend- 
ance—more than one-fifth. 

Read that and rejoice that you 
were not operating then, ye pro- 
moters of today. 


The Great Fight Carnival. 
W ORLEANS was, in the 
early nineties, one of the big 
centers of boxing. That three- 
day carnival was the most dar- 
ing fight promotion ever attempt- 
ed, up to that time. It was as 
amazing to the fight world as 
Tex Rickard’s promotion of the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight in the ob- 
scure town of Reno, Nev., for a 
purse of $101,000. 

The total prize money offered 
for the three big New Orleans 
fights was $42,500, a truly fabu- 
lous “overhead” in those days; of 
this $25,000 was for the Sullivan- 
Corbett go. The carnival was the 
real start of the new fight era, 
since it saw the first battle for a 
world’s title decided by a glove 
contest, and, for the first time, 


de paid for out of the gate re- 
ceipts. 

It is interesting to note that 
the total receipts for the three 
shows amounted to a few dollars 
over $161,000, which was the 
amount of the purse given by 
Rickard for Jeffries and Johnson 
nearly 20 years later. Neverthe- 
less, the New Orleans carnival 
netted a profit of $42,649.82.

The corn market developed 
relative strength, owing to intimations 
of corn export business.

from 7c decline to Se advance. 

Wheat prices tended upward early today 
after an irregular start. 

Reinstatement of lines by sold out spec- 
ulative bulls was a factor, and there were 
also indication of colder weather in the 
West. Opening at %c decline to Sc 
advance, wheat before long rose all around. 
Corn started unchanged to Ke off and 
before long held near the initial limits. 

One source of price bulges in wheat was 
the fact that the Oriental military crisis 
acted as a disturbing element: Another 
stimulus was continued absence of rain in 
certain drouth districts of domestic winter 
wheat territory. 

Increased selling pressure on wheat, how- 
ever, appeared after moderate upturns in 
prices, and the market at times slipped 
down to below yesterday’s finish. Some 
houses with Eastern connections were con- 
spicuous on the selling side.
